DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, filed September 22, 2006, with respect to claims 1-16 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of the last Office action 
has been withdrawn. However, upon further consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection 
is made and as follow. 

Drawings 

2. New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in this 
application because drawings filed on January 2, 2004 are informal. Applicant is 
advised to employ the services of a competent patent draftsperson outside the Office, 
as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings. The 
corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of 
the application. The requirement for corrected drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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Claims 1 - 3, and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
U.S. Patent Number 6,493,742 issued to Jeremy Mark Holland et al. (hereinafter 
"Holland"). 

Holland discloses a method of collecting and distributing commercial data among 
commercial trading partner organizations, comprising the steps of: 

establishing a registry database (via registry databases 120) for containing: user 
records defining contact information pertaining to respective suppliers and purchasers, 
item records defining goods or services offered by the suppliers (col. 4, lines 41-45), 
and subscription records defining goods or services of interest to purchasers (via 
registry item 124); connecting the registry database with a data communication 
network (via network interface 112); connecting a local processing adapter to the data 
communication network at a user location (via user interface 106); establish a user 
record and establish a subscription record (col. 4, lines 41 - 54), receiving item records 
from users and storing them within the registry (via accessing online catalog 202 in 
order to build a registry; [col. 5, line 66 through col. 6, line 3]); matching received item 
records with subscription records defining events of interest selected by the Users (col. 
8, lines 56-64); transmitting notifications of item records from the registry to the local 
processing adapter on the basis of said matching step (via col. 5, lines 7-28). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a). 

Claims 6 - 8 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Holland et al. in view of U.S. Patent Number 6,295,513 issued to James D. 
Thackston (hereinafter "Thackston"). 

Holland discloses all the structural elements of the claimed invention, but does 
not explicitly disclose receiving item records in XML format as claimed. 
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Thackston discloses the concept of having a network-based system in which a 
standard browser such as Microsoft Internet Explorer is capable of interpreting HTML, 
XML, and other applets. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to modify the search criteria of Holland to include the 
markup language for documents on the Internet as taught by Thackston in order to 
facilitate searches and facilitate data to be processed and transferred. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 4 - 5 and 1 1 - 16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
